The Trust Fund, established under terms of the Will of Benjamin 
Jones, will perpetuate the interest these former citizens held for the 
Town of their youth, an interest they made manifest many times and 
in many ways. 

The form and purpose of this Fund resulted from long considera- 
tion by Mr. Jones and he was satisfied that both were sound. The atten- 
tion he gave to these details was typical, because the element of sound- 
ness was a major factor in his successful career as a business man and 
banker, and was fundamental to his philosophy of civic and economic 
progress. 

Administrative responsibility for the Fund has shifted to the Town 
and to designated officials. This places upon us the obligation of con- 
forming to the law in respect to future investment, and making such 
use of earnings as will insure the widest and most beneficial distribu- 
tion of benefits. 

Any important failure upon our part in meeting this responsibility 
will constitute an indictment of both our judgment and our sincerity. 
It could only be construed as failure to meet the terms of a compact

The program carried through in 1958 was a continuation of projects 
started the previous year. We applied fertilizer and seed, where needed, 
on nearly 200 lots, and due to favorable conditions excellent results were 
obtained. We applied a large quantity of loam where re-grading seemed 
advisable. Both driveways were given a coat of surface gravel and later 
a heavy application of calcium chloride. As a result both drives 
continued in very satisfactory condition throughout the season, and we 
had little trouble because of dust. 

We did needed work in the Conant, Hunter and Welch Cemeteries. 
Hunter, one of the oldest burial plots in this section, is gradually being 
cleared of trees and debris which accumulated during a long period 
of neglect. On the monuments in the latter we find the names of men 
who were responsible for Strong becoming a chartered municipality, 
and who exercised a powerful influence in its government and growth 
for the next quarter century and more. 

Note: — When the books were closed for 1957 Fiscal Year the 
sum of $290.00 was due from the Trustees of Cemetery Trust Funds, 
to be credited to Cemeteries Account. Upon the election of a new 
Treasurer by the Trustees payment was made to the Town.

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In no other Account are we able to pinpoint the impact of the in- 
creased cost of goods and services upon the financial structure of the 
Municipality as effectively as in the operation and maintenance of 
Equipment. 

Major items listed include over $800.00 for plow parts, steel bars, 
(cutting edges) and chain, to which we may properly add a substantial 
amount for machine shop or garage work upon the plows. 

The burned truck was fitted with practically new tires when it was 
destroyed. 

The tires and tubes represented a large dollar investment which 
literally went up in smoke in a few minutes. 

The outlay upon the Int. Tractor ($400.00) may appear high to 
some, but when we measure this cost against the amount of work done 
by the unit, the former becomes insignificant. 

The Tractor loaded over 3,900 yards of gravel, 1,000 yards of sand 
or loam, and was worked for weeks on the right of way moving stumps, 
stones and fill. 

In addition it has given us a fast snow removal job in the business 
section and at key intersections. 

Our expenditures include, but do not give in detail, about $200.00 
spent to re-condition the burned truck body. We also spent a similar 
amount in welding and repairing the body on the 1945 Ford, which 
had taken a bad beating from calcium, salt and moisture, and which is, 
from a usable standard, as good as new.

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Town ways came through the 1957-58 Winter season in about 
average condition. Ditches were slow in drying making it necessary 
to machine a large part of our roads a second time during the Spring 
season. 

There was an urgent need for gravel in some spots as the roads 
broke through during frost action. We opened the Crosby pit and 
moved 307 yards — mainly screenings — to the trouble areas. 

During the several years when T. R. I. F. was expended on the 
Pillsbury Road heavy base gravel was applied in order to overcome the 
long standing problem of mud. Since that time it has been impossible 
to maintain a good travel surface on the coarse material. 

In order to rectify the condition we moved 601 yards of good 
surface material from Walker pit to Pillsbury. This road was then 
treated with heavy coat of calcium chloride to stabilize the new surface. 
Excellent conditions prevailed in this section until very late in the sea- 
son. 

In addition to the above we applied calcium to True Hill, Burbank 
Hill, Chandler and a small section on both Spaulding and Nutting 
Roads. We used the entire tonnage purchased this fiscal year together 
with a substantial amount carried over from 1957. We have doubled 
the rate of application per mile during the last five years, but there is 
strong evidence to indicate that we have not yet reached the level where 
the best conditions may be expected. 


We continued the program of cutting bushes, but not on the scale 
followed one year ago. 


It will be noted from figures given above that we moved over 
1,600 yards of gravel under this account. While all the gravel was 
needed — much of it badly — it represented a heavy drain on this appro- 
priation. 

The large culvert installed on Spaulding Hill in 1957 on the 
T. R. I. F. project was not long enough, due to angle with the road and 
fill at that point. 


We added a length on the exit end, and constructed a rockwall to 
protect the roadway from wash and to give greater width adjacent to 
the culvert. 


These projects were among the more important and costly carried 
out under this account. We had the usual amount of routine main- 
tenance throughout the season, and heavy rains in October and November 
forced us to make expenditures beyond the regular appropriation.

The financial report under this activity records one of the highest, 
if not the highest, expenditure ever made locally in a fiscal year to 
finance snow removal and sanding on the roads in our system. 

It should be borne in mind that these figures cover expenditures 
from Feb. 1, 1958 through Jan. 31, 1959, part of two winters in which 
conditions have been much worse than average. 

We’ closed the books for 1957 with a balance of $325.00 under 
this account. 

In our budget figures prepared Feb. 1, 1958 and printed in that 
Annual Report we suggested the usual appropriation of $4,000.00. 

None of us have forgotten the wave of heavy storms through Feb- 
ruary and the constant need of sanding. When we reached March 8 and 
the Annual Meeting, our expenditures for 5 warrants ran well above 
$3,100.00. The information was conveyed to the Meeting and as a 
result the appropriation of $5,000.00 was made to meet the emergency, 
or one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) more than the budget proposal. 

However, Winter was not through. March brought a rapid suc- 
cession of heavy storms and high winds which taxed our equipment to 
the limit and finally brought in that of Forster Mfg. Co. The first 5 
warrants following the Annual Meeting (to April 11) called for over 
$2,100.00 which meant that the Larger appropriation and the 1957 bal- 
ance were both expended, while we faced taking down and erecting 
snow fence, the sand stockpile, and whatever November, December and 
January of the 1958-59 season might present. 
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We knew we would receive $1,660.75 from the State, that being 
the maximum amount allowed for our mileage and for our costs during 
the 1957-58 winter season. To supplement that amount we assessed 
an overlay of $1,940.78 with the thought that even a normal expenditure 
for the first 3 months of 1958-59 season might require additional funds. 
It was well we did so. 

Starting Dec. 5, 1958 and continuing through Jan. 30, 1959 we had 
nine payrolls involving total expenditure of $3,563.79 which amounts 
to an average weekly cost of $395.97. More than one-half of the 
amount spent during December and January went for sanding. This 
has been due in part to the consistently low temperatures. The mixture 
of salt and sand does not do an effective job melting the snow and ice 
cover or sticking to the latter when the temperature drops below 18 or 20 
degrees. 

This lengthy detail is presented here not to provide an alibi for 
heavy expenditures or overdraft, but to give each taxpayer the essential 
information he or she should have if an intelligent appraisal is to be 
made.

Under this account a coat of asphalt was applied from the Worth- 
ley driveway to Spaulding Corner, approximately seven tenths of a mile. 
In advance we applied surface gravel to the area on Hartwell Flat 
where the road was washed in December 1957, and at other points 
where it, was needed to shape the road. 


The asphalt was furnished by the State and applied by the State 
Equipment under the supervision of Ernest Danforth. 


The tank truck had a difficult time getting over both Spaulding 
and Worthley hills. As a result we had a soft surface in several places 
which later gave us some trouble. 


Two hours after the asphalt was spread, and just as the top sanding 
was concluded, a shower of cloudburst proportions raked that part of 
the town. 


When it was over the project looked just as sick as some of us 
felt. We could have lost the entire surface, but instead, while there 
was considerable wash, particularly along the shoulders, most of it re- 
mained in place. 


We hope the treated surface will aid in preventing the costly wash- 
outs which have long been identified with this hilly section, and if that 
proves to be true, the expenditure made in 1958 will have been justified.

This appropriation was used to clear heavy roadside growth between 
the Public Beach Road and Fuller Corner, where part of our T. R. I. 
funds were later expended to place gravel base. 

From Dec. 7, 1958 through Jan. 11, 1959 we utilized the little spare 
time we had available to continue right-of-way clearing beyond. Fuller 
Corner and have made good progress through the swamp area at that 
location. 

It has been said that we cannot make as rapid progress clearing 
roadside during Winter months as we can when ground is bare. We 
do not question this fact, but due to the difficulty faced in burning 
brush during dry season in this wooded section, or the cost of moving 
it to another location, the cost is certainly as great as that involved in 
a Winter project. 

All the expense for roughing right-of-way was charged to this ac- 
count. Most of the way it was hard going for the big H. D. 9 through a 
rocky shale set in hard clay. This formation held a vast quantity of 
boulders and most of them proved tough customers to move. ‘The 
greater part of this material was utilized on the job for base or fill. 

It is worthy of note that we now have a chance to operate snow 
removal equipment to good advantage over this section, and plenty of 
room to push snow.

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Construction on Burbank Hill started at “ Bobcat Curve” and con- 
tinued up the hill 1,250 feet to Walker Brook. The old road was 
narrow and winding with high rough banks most of the way. 


At the upper end of the project we utilized the rough material to 
make a deep fill and eliminate a bad section. Most of the distance 
however we could not use the banks and through the cooperation of 
Lyman Wheeler a vast amount of this waste was pushed out of the 
right of way onto his property. 

The heavy rain at the time of Farmington Fair made a muddy 
mess of this job. We used 300 yards of gravel just to keep traffic 
moving over the short fill. 

Under the conditions existing at the time this involved considerable 
expense. 

The work of clearing the right of way was financed from the 
special appropriation for Burbank Hill and one long culvert was also 
purchased under that account. 

The Nutting Road project started near the public beach road and 
extended to Fuller Corner. Several blind turns were eliminated, two 
heavy fills were made and the high banks which have long been a 
problem during the snow season were cut back. 

Heavy cutting was necessary in clearing the roadside and that was 
done with town funds from the special appropriation for this road. 
The dozer work was also financed under this account, as was the pur- 
chase of one culvert. 

Gravel was moved to the project from the Walker pit, the round 
trip involving nine miles — one of the miles being Norton Hill — which 
is mentioned here simply to show that the long hard hauls are important 
factors in the final cost. 


The length of the new construction was nearly 1,700 feet. 
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On the Spaulding Road the construction started at Spaulding Cor- 
ner and continued to the end of the town way at Spaulding Bros., a 
distance of 975 feet. The deep cut extending down the grade from the 
corner to Herbert Spaulding’s has long been a “snow catcher’, and 
as such, a stern challenge to the best equipment. 

All the heavy material along the roadside, including the stonewall, 
was pushed into the old roadway, and upon the new base a gravel 
surface was placed, the latter calling for 492 yards. Gravel for this 
project was also moved from Walker’s, the 6 mile round tripper being 
up or down hill practically all the way. 

The new construction has good width and adequate drainage. 
There has always been a heavy runoff at Spaulding Corner and we may 
have some wash along the fill, particularly until the shoulders become 
firmly stabilized.

Strong School Department 
Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of Strong: 


I wish to submit my annual report for your consideration. 

The number of students enrolled in Strong schools as of September, 
1958, was 320, a decrease of 9 over the preceding year. The enrollment 
in each grade is as follows:

Grade 1 21 Grade 8 23 
Grade 2 33 Grade 9 30

Grade 5 28 Grade 12 16

In Grades Jr. Primary through 8 we have a teacher for each Grade. 
This, together with more difficult assignments will make the students 
better prepared for high school. Mr. Ellsworth Crocker and Mrs. Car- 
men Crocker were hired to teach the 7th and 6th Grades this year. 
Other teachers coming to Strong for the first time were Mr. Lawrence 
Dorr, as Principal of the High School, and Mr. Gordon Smith, as 
Social Studies teacher and basketball coach. 


After all bills were paid we ended the year with a balance of 
$7,021.41. This was largely due to the fact that we were able to save 
some on our over-all budget, together with increased tuition from Avon, 
Freeman and Salem. You will note that the amount of money to be 
raised and appropriated by the town this year is $1,454.39 less than that 
raised a year ago. The expected cut in State subsidy will not take 
effect this year, but will take effect next year if the town fails to form 
an administrative unit. This may be the calm before the storm. 
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The committee, composed of Virgil Lambert, Elizabeth Stevens, 
Virgil Starbird, Marion Peary, and Elmer Brackley, have worked dili- 
gently in their study of the Sinclair Act. They have spent many hours 
and quite a lot of their own money on travel in their study. I wish to 
thank this group for their services this past year. I would suggest we 
keep the committees active until after we see how each town is going to - 
vote. 

This year we painted the South side of the gym and touched up 
other places where the paint was peeling, and painted two rooms and 
the cafeteria, on the inside. We installed cement steps going into the 
boilerroom and built several bulletin boards for the teachers. In order 
to keep our school buildings in good condition it is necessary to paint 
two or three rooms inside, and a section outside, every year. 

The School Lunch Program has been operating to the advantage of 
the students of Strong and it is greatly appreciated. Many thanks to 
Helen Huff and Lulu Cook for their untiring efforts in this Program. 

In closing, I would like to thank the School Committee, the Prin- 
cipals, the teachers, and the citizens of Strong, for their cooperation and 
efforts toward making this school year a success.

Blind faith in anything may lead to a tumble but it appears to 
me we will not be sorry for trusting to a good immunization program 
here in Strong. Perhaps our “ shots” won’t prevent as many ills as the 
good old asafetida bag pretended to but they smell no worse and are 
more scientific. : 

About seven hundred polio, flu, tetanus, whooping cough, diph- 
theria inoculations at public clinics and in school have been given 
in 1958 and early 1959. This program, coupled with excellent atten- 
dance at our Child Health Conferences, speaks well for the average 
citizen’s interest in programs to promote good health. 

We experienced an Asian flu epidemic here in Strong early in 
1958 as did the rest of the world. 

Our school physical examinations were carried out as usual with 
those engaging in sports receiving special attention. 

We had a major epidemic of measles this past year but no large 
epidemic of other common childhood diseases.

What has public health nursing meant to you in 1958? 

In some instances you may not have felt the effect of public health 
nursing directly. If you have had no children in school, no preschool 
children for child health conferences, have attended no immunization 
clinics or x-ray clinics or have not participated in any of these activities 
as a volunteer and have been in good health, it is very likely that you 
have not given public health nursing much thought in the past year, 
and you are likely to be affected by this aspect of community activity 
only insofar as you are affected by the well-being of your neighbor. 

Of course, we are all aware that rich and poor alike have health 
problems for which they are not equipped by training or knowledge 
to handle. And certainly your public health nurse does not know all 
the answers. But it is the responsibility of your public health nurse to 
have at her command, knowledge of the source from which your answers 
can be found. And if there does not seem to be a solution, perhaps 
your public health nurse can help you adjust to the necessary limitations. 

My work as a public health nurse is accomplished in two ways, one 
by group activities such as school physicals, child health conferences 
and others, and another by service to individuals mostly through home 
visits. In a few of the communities which I serve, I am supported by 
a Health Council organized to initiate and participate in group activi- 
ties and to act as a sounding board for the specific needs of their com- 
munity. These health councils have a yearly round-up where they are 
able to meet and talk with members from other communities. 

Various interested persons have contributed to the work in Strong, 
teachers, physician, parents, and individuals giving volunteer service, 
have all played a real and vital part in the public health program. 

As we approach another year may we continue to provide a whole- 
some, healthful atmosphere in which our children may grow to be 
strong and vigorous men and women.
